And they are here chiefly recommended to 
Miniſters, and in due place to all: to have a

r. There may be no words', no Dodrines, 
no principles delivercd in the Church uf God; | 
bur ſuch as may be tull of certain, and holy, 
and pious truths , ſuch as are agrecable with 
truth, according to the word of God, accord- 
ing to the analogy of taith; that is the firſt, | 
the ſoundneſle of truth. 

2. But the other kinde of ſoundneſſe, or a 
ſ{ccond branch of it, may be a ſoundneſſe of 
wſe, that their words may be ſuch as are fit for 
edification.

1. For the inſtiturioz of children, babes, be- 
ginners in Chriſt, the firſt Catechiſmeofthe 
loweſt forme ; which ſhould be ſuch as ſhould 
comprehend onely the plainc, and neceſſary, 
and ſaving truths, and goe to further , bur for- 
beare all medling with the knowledge of other 
truths. Ir is enough for them not to be over 
burthened; ir is better if they ſucke bur the 
milke that will nouriſh them to eternall life, 
they being capable but of milke, and being 
bur babes in Cluiſt, 

2, There muſt. be another platforme more 
full and large, ( for men will nor be alwaies chil. 
dren, not alwaycs babes, not alwaycs fed 
with milke; they will in time be young men, 
and they muſt have ſtronger meate,) they 

muſt 
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\muſt have a more full forme,and patterne,com- 
| prehending not only theſe things that are ab- 
ſolutely, and immediately neceſſary to ſalvation , 
but ſuch as have a kinde of connexion with 
thoſe that arc necefary, ſuch as are necre of 
kinne to them : and (o to enlarge the bounds 
and pale of the Catechiſme,according as their 
capacities arecnlarged. 
3+ Mcn grow till, and they are notar a ſtan- 
ding ſtate, they come to be Fathers, there is a 
riſe 2nd growth: young men may get ſtrength 
by ſuch a middle Catechiſme , that compre- 
hends all the neceſſaries, and ſomerhing more 
then that which is abſolately neceſſary, for 
| further improvement:Bur there is a third ranck 
; of fathers, who are growne to the greatelt 
| perfeQion, that ordinarily Chriſtians may 
grow tO, who ar® tohave, not only tor them- 
ſelves, but for others, as parents to convey to 
| their Children and Families; and therefore 
' for theſe,there ought to ve a filler and a complea- 
| ter firmthat may kave a compleatneſlc in many 
| other things, which though itbe not abſolute. 
| [yneceffary forthe ſecond ranck, or this ( abfſo- 
'utely I ſay)yet it is very profitable and uſclu!] 
in this third degree. Now as there ſhou'd bre

to hold all the particulars, but all tenderrefſfe

| 4- Fourthly that theſe;things what ever they 
are, they muſt not be almayes of a zerpet uall renour ; 


Though they ſhould not be lightly cbanged, |
